52-y ear-old 
widow who w-as k idnapped from 
her home by both men, told police 
that the bandits, althou gh ask ing 
cou ntless q u estions,

A newspaper report q u oted Port 
Chester Police Chief Fred Ponty 
as say ing police had been on gu ard 
the past y ear against a "strong 
tip” that a Westchester Cou nty 
bank was mark ed for robbery . 
Ponty reportedly said detectiv es 
appeared daily at bank opening 
and closing tim es on the strength 
of the tip. Friday morning, he said, 
a detectiv e arriv ed at the one-story 
bank only a minu te after the hold­ 
u p w’as completed. 
Thou ght It Rou tine 
A policeman in a sq u ad car 
look ed on u nconcerned as Asst.

The officer thou ght he was wit­ 
nessing only a rou tine transfer of 
fu nds. 
Ungemack was collared by the 
bandit as he reported for w’ork . 
Also held as hostage du ring the 
robbery was Ernest Marino, the 
first employ e to arriv e. 
The one bandit entered the bank 
with Mrs. Kostolos abou t 3:30 a m.

During the wa r and its a fterma th, the g ov ernm ent g a v e 
American fa rmers incentiv e to expand their output to meet 
the extra ordina ry needs of this country and its allies. 
Now 
it must supply fresh incentiv es to g et them to reduce produc­ 
tion in the face of monumenta l surpluses. 
For too Tong the Tiigfrrrtgitf price support-ta w encour­ 
aged fa rmers to produce too much. 
Foreign ma rkets fell 
off but the crops kept piling up— in g ov ernment wa rehouses. 
At length, under President Eisenhower, a shift wa s 
made toward more flexible supports desig ned to minimize 
the lure and put prices more in line with true ma rket con­ 
ditions. 
But the switch wa s so long in coming tha t by then 
the na tion’s surpluses had become well nig ht unma na g ea ble. 
Meantime the farm price decline tha t set in ev en before 
the Eisenhower reg ime ha s continued apace. 
Total net in­ 
come from farm products ha s slipped substa ntia lly. 
This 
ha s hurt family-sized fa rms more than large commercial es­ 
tablishments. 
It ha s left ma ny ordina ry fa rmers outside 
the sweep of Am erica ’s newest wa v e of prosperity. 
e 
w 
e 
The President’s new fa rm proposa ls represent a broader 
and more drastic a tta ck upon the fa rm ers’ dilemma. 
They 
seem to empha size not so much immedia te relief as a long- 
ra ng e approach which mig ht conceiv a bly g et fa rmers out of 
their predica ment for an indefinite time. 
In this respect 
they show political nerv e in an election yea r, when the 
cla mor is for quick solutions. 
In addition to offering a multitude of dev ices for di­ 
rectly reducing present surpluses— resea rch into new m a r­ 
ket uses, remov a l of barriers to sa les abroad, etc.— the Presi­ 
dent a sks Cong ress to ena ct wha t is being called the Soil 
Ba nk program. 
Under this plan farmers would be compensa ted for ta k­ 
ing out of production either fertile la nds or marginal soil or 
both. 
Pa ym ent could be ta ken in ca sh or feed stocks now 
in g ov ernment hands. 
In the ca se of productiv e soils, fa rmers would be asked 
to cut their crop a crea g e v olunta rily below existing a llot­ 
ments, in return for pa yment.

They would a lso be urged, with the sa me incentiv es, to 
put their marginal lands back into forest or g ra ssla nd. 
This 
soil presuma bly would be remov ed indefinitely from the crop- 
producing ca teg ory. 
These soil bank mea sures, tog ether with the fronta l 
a ssa ult on current surpluses, would be expected within fair 
time to ma ke deep inroads into our mounta inous reserv es. 
No one can properly sa y how effectiv e this approach 
would be. 
But a t lea st it is an approach tha t g oes beyond 
the sterile thinking which sa ys tha t high, rigid price sup­ 
ports and only they can g et America n fa rmers out of their 
low spot. 
At the minimum the soil bank plan constitutes a sta rt 
down newly inv entiv e lines. 
A t best it m a y conta in the core 
of a real solution.

Tile fact that the Illinois State H istorical Society will 
hold its sp ring tour in the Dix on and Oregon a rea is a 
m a tte r of keen interest to local h istory lov ers. 
W e’re 
sure the Jun io r H istorians of W ashington School in Dix on 
and the Ogle County H istorical Society 
will m ak e it a m eeting of v alue to the 
m e m b e rs from the entire state who 
will v isit the city in mid-M ay . 
We hav e been rem inded by JCdge 
George C. Dix on that the Society m et 
in Dix on once before. 
The g ro up ’s 44th 
annual m eeting was held here on Oct. 
15 and 16. 19 43. 
The sp onsoring group 
w as the Lee County H istorical Society . 
Luckily , the m eeting som e two-and-a- 
half m onths hence will not be p lagued 
with the restrictions of the 19 43 ev ent, 
the m ain p roblem w as transp o rtation a t a tim e w hen all 
un n ecessary m ov em ent w as cut to a m inim um by w a r­ 
tim e restrictions. 
The p ro g ram which announced the 19 43 
m eeting gav e the following w arn in g : 
“ B ecause of the recen t reduction in gasoline allow­ 
ances. the crou’ded condition of p ublic conv ey ances, and 
food rationing, the Society ’s ex ecutiv e co m m ittee serious­ 
ly considered cancelling the 19 43 ann ual m eeting, in sp ite 
of the constitutional re quire m en t th at such a m eeting be 
held. 
M any m em b ers, how ev er, ex p ressed the conv iction 
that a m eeting would offer an op p ortunity for badly 
needed relax ation, and w ere op p osed to cancellation. 
Tile 
Office of Defense T ransp o rtatio n offered no objection, but 
requested that m e m b e rs m ake ev e ry effort to use trains 
and buses on schedules that are not ov ercrow ded. 
The 
m eeting has been p lanned with this request in m in d.” 
The Chica g o and North W estern ra ilroa d of­ 
fered to prov ide a specia l ea r from Chica go to 
Dixon on the first da y of the m eeting and from 
Dixon to Chicag o aflPr it w a s ov er. 
The prog ram for the m eeting centered on 
Lov ela nd Com m unity House, the Lincoln sta tue, 
Lowell Park and Hazelwood. 
The featured sp eak er was G rah am Hutton, director 
of (he British Inform ation Serv ices, Chicago, giv ing “ An 
E n g lish m a n ’s View of the Middle W est.” 
A cap sule sum ­ 
m ary of his sp eech said H utton “ believ es the Middle West 


is the h e a rt of A m erica, and the most hosp itable section 
of a hosp itable land. 
Although, he adm its that the a v ­ 
era g e 
E n g lish m an 's ignorance of the Middle West is 
‘colossal’.” 
Hutton sp oke during the op ening session the ev ening 
of Oct. 15. 
The nex t m orning W ay ne C. Townley , B loom ­ 
ington, w as elected society p resident to succeed Jewell F. 
Stev ens. 
After the business meeting, the group toured 
the Dix on area. 
The first stop w as the Lincoln statue w here Judge 
G erg e C. Dix on sp oke on “ Lincoln and the Black Hawk 
W a r.” 
He gav e this history of the statue; 
“ In 19 15, the D augh ters of the A m erican Rev olution 
starte d a. m ov em en t to acquire the site of the Block 
House, known as F o rt Dix on, w’here A b rah am Lincoln w as 
stationed as a soldier during the Black Hawk W ar in 18 32. 
On M ay I, 19 16. th ey p urchased a lot at the northeast 
c o m e r of the block and on Aug. 9. 19 21. the lot w as 
conv ey ed to the state. 
The statue of Lincoln as it now 
stands w as unv eiled on Sep t. 24, 19 30. 
L eonard Crunelle, 
of Chicago, w as the sculp tor, and when the statue w as 
dedicated. Lorado Taft said of it. 'As I look a t this L in­ 
coln. it seem s to be the most original rendering I hav e 
e v er known of the subject. 
It is a different kind of Lin­ 
coln. a different p oint of v iew’, y outhful, courageous an d 
e a rn e s t’.” 
A fter Judg e D ix on's sp eech, the to ur continued to 
Low’ell P a rk for lunch. 
M rs. B eatrice L anp hier gav e a 
brief history of the p ark. 
She told that the p ark land had 
been offered to Dix on in 19 06 as a m em o rial to C harles 
Russell Lowell and Josep hine Shaw Lowell by their daug h ­ 
ter. 
She said the city council op p osed accep ting the gift 
because it w as so fa r from the city that only the rich, 
owning horses and carriages, could enjoy it. 
Howev er, 
E. N. Howell, p resident of the first p ark board, sp oke in 
fav or of accep ting the gift, and it w-as receiv ed in Ap ril, 
19 07, by the city . 
A “ clea n up” day w a s planned at the park 
and IOO men clea red an a rea of underbrush and 
la id out a ba seba ll diam ond. 
Two da ys la ter 
som e 6,000 people a ttended the pa rk’s form a l 
opening . 
Leav ing Lowell P ark , the g roup W’alked to Hazelwood 
w here they w ere greeted by Mrs. C harles R. W algreen. 
She sp oke on the early history of Hazelwood. 
She told of 
fam ous v isitors to the estate in the last cen tury —W illiam 
Cullen Brya nt in 18 41, M a rg a ret Fuller in 18 43 and Abra ­ 


ham Lincoln in 18 56. 
Among those whom M rs. Walgreen 
had entertained w ere Edwin M ark ham , Adm iral By rd 
and C arlie Jacobs Bond.

One of the most interesting Lincoln relics in the col­ 
lection of Lincolniana of the Illinois State Historical Li­ 
b rary in Sp ringfield is the deerskin backed record book of 
the Little Pigeon C reek Bap tist Church in ex trem e south­ 
ern Indiana for the y e a rs 18 16 to 18 40. 
The book, which contains num erous entries concern­ 
ing m e m b e rs of A braham Lincoln's family , ha s been re- 
bound and restored by the library and is in the Henry 
H orner-Lincoln Room of the library . 
E ach of the 62 eig ht-by-thirteen inch frayed, 
faded and 
fly-specked lea v es ha s been sea led he- 
tw een two sheets of cellulose a ceta te film and the 
whole book 
ha* been bound In hard cov ers of 
brow nish Niger g oa tskin. 
The original deerskin 
cov er with som e of the deer hair still on it has 
been tre ated with a preserv a tiv e and bound with 
the rest of the v olum e. 


While the nam e of A braham Lincoln does not a p p e ar 
in 
this book, it is one of the few ex isting records of his 
father and other m e m b e rs of the family . 
When T hom as 
Lincoln m ov ed from K entucky to Indiana in 1816 his son. 
A braham , w as sev en y ears old, and at that tim e m e m b er­ 
ship in the Little Pigeon Church w a s lim ited to m arried 
coup les an d older y ouths. 


The record 
show s that Thom a s Lincoln joined the 
church “ by letter” on J une 7. 1823. and that on the sa m e 
day his 
wife. Sarah. 
Bush Lincoln. 
Abraham ’s step­ 
m other, w a s receiv ed “ by experience of g ra ce.” Although 
T h om as Lincoln delay ed nea rly sev en yea rs before af- 
filiating with the Indiana church, when he did join he 
becam e an activ e m em ber.

Drain the oysters and roll them 
in seasoned

in crum bs. Arrange in a shallow' 
baking pan which has been brushed 
W’ith salad oil. Sprinkle lightly with 
salad oil or butter and bake them 
in a hot oven 1400 degrees) until 
lightly browned — IO to 12 min­ 
utes. depending on the size of the 
oysters. Serve with tartar sauce. 
Check cooking time very c a re­ 
fully. 
O ysters should 
be 
cooked 
until they are just heated through 
and are still plump and tender. 
Overcooking the oyster tends to 
destroy

distinctive 
flavor. 
To prepare a tartar sauce the 
sagy w ay : blend I tablespoon each 
of minced onion, pickles, parsley 
and olives with 12 cup of m ayon­ 
naise. M ix thoroughly and chill. 
Frozen Fish Fillet* 
If you are cooking frozen fish fil­ 
lets, it is not n ecessary to thaw 
them before, cooking. Sprinkle the 
frozen fillets lightly with salt and 
let them stand 5 to IO minutes. In­ 
crease the cooking time two or 
three 
minutes 
more 
than 
for 
thawed fillets. Guard against over­ 
cooking. 
If you prefer to thaw the fillets, 
leave them in the refrigerator and 
thaw them gradually. Thawing in 
water is not recommended, a s it 
tends to rob fish of it s flavor and 
destroys texture. Plan to cook fish 
a s soon a s it is thawed. Do not at­ 
tempt to refreeze, for there is dan­ 
ger of spoilage. 
' 
For variety in preparing fish fil­ 
lets. try baking them. P lace them 
in a shallow pan and pour over 
melted butter seasoned with a bit 
of lemon juice and minced onion. 
When tim e is short, brush the fillets 
with 
French dressing instead of 
butter. The dressing contains se a ­ 
soning and will speed the p rep ara­ 
tion. 
Blanket Laundering 
Spring days will soon be with us, 
and that m eans that m any women 
will be getting at the job of w ash­ 
ing blankets. Try to follow these 
easy steps if you want to be proud 


of the blankets you wash and store 
awa y ; 
1. Soak the blanket for 15 to 20 
minutes in moderately w arm water 
to which a synthetic detergent has 
been added. Do not agitate by m a ­ 
chine, but turn it by hand two or 
three times. Then put It through 
the wringer or spin dryer. 
2. Fill the machine with clear 
water and soak the blanket for five 
minutes. Then spin off the w ater or 
put it through the wringer. Repeat 
this soak rinse. 


HJT Dry blanket in dryer at high 
heat for 15 minutes. Before putting 
it into the dryer, preheat three or 
four dry bath towels and 
leave 
them in the dryer with the blanket. 
Stretch blanket and fmi*h~~Ttrymg 
on the line or stretch and dry flat. 


When 
line drying, 
stretch 
the 
blanket before drying. This is e a s­ 
ier to do if two people pull the 
blanket from opposite ends. If you 
are alone, hang the blanket across 
the line with hems together; pin; 
pull evenly along hems. 


Interior D ecorating 


In decorating the interior of our 
hom es today, we must be alert to 
things that are in good taste. For 
exam ple, in the use of accessories 
it is much better to have only a 
few well-selected items that have 
good color, shape, pattern and tex­ 
ture than to have m any item s of 
haphazard design. 
Plants are accessories. We should 
arran ge them in suitable holders 
and avoid spotting them around the 
room. It is best to group plants 
together in one area of th * room. 
It is better taste not to clutter 
rooms 
with 
family 
photographs. 
For long-lasting quality and care, 
they should be fram ed and hung in 
groups and in a spot where the 
fam ily can enjoy them, rather than 
being displayed for gu ests in the 
house.

job of protection. If such item s are 
needed, they should be m ade of 
som e m aterials which will match 
the color and design of the furni­ 
ture fabric.

WASHINGTON dp — The nation s 
railroads had p ermisf*ion today to 


i boost by 6 p er cent the rates they 
charge for most freight they haul 
across state lines. 
In the fastest general rate in­ 
crease action on record, the Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission F ri­ 
day 
authorized 
the 
increase 
to 
become effective next W’ednesday . 
On many farm commodities and 
some minerals, the ICC ordered 
the rate Increase held under 6 p er 
cent. 
The sam e increases were au­ 
thorized also for domestic water 
cam era. 
The railroads had sought a flat 
7 p er cent rate rise, citing in­ 
creased labor and m aterials costs. 
Seeking q uick action, they had of­ 
fered 
to 
refund 
the 
increased 
charges if the ICC found later that 
they were not justified. 
But the ICC closed the case late 
Friday with a finding that a gener­ 
al 6 p er cent rate advance was 
warranted by op erating exp ense in­ 
creases “ amounting to more than 
500 million dollars annually .” The 
new rates thus are not subject to 
refunding. 
Industry officials estimated the 
ICC order would result in hiking 
freight billings by about 423 mil­ 
lions a y ear. 
The commission limited to 5 p er 
cent the advance on grains, live­ 
stock, fresh meats, and p acking­ 
house p roducts. It ruled that coal 
and coke freight rates could not 
be increased more than 15 cents 
a ton. Lignite increases were held 
to 7 cents a ton. 
Sim ilar “ hold-dowms” were or­ 
dered to fresh fruits and vege­ 
tables, melons, nuts, canned and 
p reserved foods, lumber p roducts, 
sugar, sy rup , p hosp hate rock, salt, 
p otash and manure salts. 
Railroad men said these q uali­ 
fications made the rate revision 
eq uivalent to an over all increase 
of less than 5 p er cent.
